If it 
is actually painful, use one of 
tha butesin ointments that act 
as ©. local anesthetic and kill the 
pa’n as well as hasten the heal- 
ing

metics. There’s a rouge, a foun- 
dation preparation and even a 
mascara ‘that will Stay on 
through any number of plunges.

EASY COOKING 
FOR HOT DAYS

HE nicest thing about &@ home 

in the country is being able 
to .invite friends out for the 
week-end whenever you feel like 
it. Yet if you are like so many 
of us who must get along with- 
out a maid, do your own shop- 
ping, plan and prepare three 
meals a day for a hungry family, 
then having company is apt to 
be a burden unless you know 
the tricks. 

Entertaining can be made de- 
lightful for all concerned if you 
do not take it too Seriously. 
There is no reason why you 
sheuld turn your house into an 
oven during the summer simply 
because you. have a few friends 


drop in for the week-end. Mak- 
ing yourself miserable is certain- 


ly no part of hospitality at any 


time, and during the hot weather 
it is just plain silly. 

The first essential is simplicity. 
Plan simple but appetizing meals 
and plan them ahead of time. 
Do as much of your marketing 
and as much of the advance 
cooking as you can before your 
guests arrive. There are several 
ways in which meal planning 
and preparation can be speeded 
up. The easiest way is to always 
keep on hand canned or partial- 
ly prepared food that needs only 
seasoning and a thorough heat- 
ing to make it serve as an at- 
tractive main dish. 

Canned Food 

Canned chili con carne, chick- 
en a.la king, corned beef hash. 
roast chicken and baked ham 
sealed in cans are suggestions 
for quick ‘easy meals. Canned 
vegetables and fruits for salads 
or desserts are willing  ccom- 
paniments. 

Another suggestion is to use 
foods that require brief cooking 
periods such as broiling. Chops. 
steaks, ham, fish, meat balls and 
several of the vegetables can be 
prepared quickly and painlessly 
in your broiling oven. Creaming 
chicken, dried beef or tender 
left-overs of meat and vegetables 
is another suggestion that takes 
little time or heat. 


Plan Your Meals 


You should also follow a plan. 
Do as much of the cooking as 
possible while you do your morn- 
ing’s work. Small roasts or meat 
loafs can be partially cooked and 
left to get cheir final cooking in 
the half-hour before meal time 
while you set your table and see 
to last minute things, Besides 
getting a start on the main dish 
you can prepare salad ingredi- 
ents, pare your vegetables and 
mix a cold dessert and put.it 
into the refrigerator to chill. 

Buy Baked Goods 


You will find it convenient to 
buy your plain and fancy breads, 
cake and cookies from the bakery 
shop instead of making them 
yourself during the hot weather. 
If you also have a good ice- 
cream store or delicatessen near- 
by, many of your ices and ice 
creams can be purchased.

Abbe Dubaquies, Wine 
Expert... A Story of 


Self-sacrifice 
HERE are more ways to 
Heaven than .one, and, in 


contrast to the life of self-sacri- 
fice of the priests who devote 
their lives to lepers, there is in 
the news today an interesting 
character in Abbe Dubaqgquies, the 
French priest who has devoted 
most of his life to improving and 
praising the wines of France. He 
believes good wine is good for 
tne soul. 

Born of a family of wine grow- 
ers in the famous Medoc district, 
the genial Abbe started to study 
the fermentation of wines while 
a child. He entered the church 
and donned the black frock of 
his calling, but instead of tak- 
ing x parish like his fellow stu- 
dents, =e went into the labora- 
tories oi: the Science College at 
eaux and experimented to

Abbe Dubaquies” studies result- 
ed in a new and improved cen- 
ology, or metnod of wine-mak- 
ing. His presses aided wine 
mukers in bringing out the 
particular flavor which charac- 
terizes wine made in certain 
regions. Under his powerful 
mictrogstopes He stidied the ac- 
tiog of miercbes wiiich made the 
wine. His laboratory in 7ordeavx 
is Hterully a wine ccllar, filled 
with bottles of vintages of all 
qualities and ages. 

The World War, of course, in- 
terruptecd the good Abbe’s cxperi- 
ments. He went to the fron. and 
served until the Armistice in the 
ambulance corps. When he re- 
turned to his peace-time pursuits 
he found that the wine industry 
had declined and immediately 
threw all his energies into re- 
viving ite “Ele continued his 
studies and experiments and Was 
called upon for advice by wine 
makers from all parts of France.

RCTHER JOSEPH DUTTON, 
who has for forty-five years 
isolated himself, ministering to 
the Lepers of the Hawaiian col- 
ony ac Molokai, presents a dif- 
ferent picture from that of Abbe 
Dubaquies. Although he is knewn 
as “Brother,” the word is rather 
one of endearment than a title, 
since he is not a member of any 
religious order although he has 
received the apostolic benediction 
from the Pope for his ‘inspiring 
service’ to the stricken. 

Every one familiar with the 
history of the Lepers knows the 
story of Father Damier, the 
kindly Belgian priest who dcevot- 
ed his lire to the plague-cursed 
Feople, and after years of min- 
istering to their bodies and souls, 
himself fell victim to the scourge 
and died of it. During the last 
three years of his life, Father 
Damier’S right-han@ man and 
closest friend was Brother Dut- 
ton and when he died, Brother 
Dutton tcok up his labors. 

Duiton’s personal story is a 
most colorful tale and one of 
contrast. He left a clerkship in 
a drugstore to serve in the Civil 
War. When the war was over, 
instead of returning to his job in 
Janesville, Wisconsin, the young 
soldier stayed in the army for 
three years longer, helping to 
gather up the wreckage of war, 
assisting the quartermaster’s de- 
partment in combing Southern 
battlefields for unidentiiied dead 
and removing their bodies to 
national cemeteries. 

In this grim work he must 
have seen the final fading into 
reality of what was once. the 
color and glory of war, and known 
disillusionment and fhe death of 
young. ideals. In 1868 Brother 
Dutton entered a period of his 
life of which he makes only oc- 
casional reference. For six years 
he tried to live down his terrible 
war and post-war experiences in 
riotous living. 

Then he started what is equiv- 
alent to a life of penance. One 
of the most rigorous of all holy 
orders in the Catholic Church fs 
that of the Trappist Monks. The 
former Lieutenant Ira Dutton is 
baptized Joseph under the faith 
he has adopted, having been 
born a Presvyterian and becomes 
a barefoot nevice in a Kentucky 
monastery. After twenty months 
and before he. had taken his final 
vows, Dutton left the monastery 
and drifted to New Orleans. 
Still restless he kept moving un- 
til he one day came upon an 
article telling of Father Damier 


‘and his self-exile among’ the 


Lepers. He made his way to San 
Pranciseo and sailed’ aboard * 
small sailing vessel (for e 
Hawaiian Islands. a 
He landed on the islands long 
before they were annexed by. the 
United States and _ presented 
himsel: to Bishop Hermann, the 
Superior of the Hawaiian Catho- 
lic Missions, offering his life asa 
gift to the Molokai Lepers. He 
was turned over to Father 
Damier, who immediately ad- 
dressed him as ‘‘Brother” and 
Brother Dutton he has been 
through years of wracking and 
loathsome work, surrounded by 
misery in its most repulsive form. 
When Dutton first went to 
Molokai it was not the e€fficiently 
run settlement it is today. The 
always sick, frequently helpless 
aml almost childlike people 
needed the new brother's 
strength, patience and wisdom in 
a hundred different dircctions.
